establishment of an autonomous Government of ihe Sudan exercising the conjoint 
sovereignly instituted by the agreement in the form of a mandatory ad mi lustra 
Lion for the welfare of the Sudanese peoples; and, further, that the conti mi limit 
of the administration in lids form, until Uic Sudanese themselves achieve a higher 
stage of progress in civilisation, requires maintenance of British political 
guidance flml a preponderance of British personnel in senior official posts. 

2. Egypt inns, on the other hand, maintain that the status quo in the Sudan, 
which includes the flying of the FgypU:ih nlongaide the British flag, EgyptY 
formal appointment of the Governor-. General and payment of an annual 
subvention to the Sudan, while agreeable as evidence of (joint) sovereign righls 
affords inadequate provision fur i lie safeguard of Egyptian political anil materinl 
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intcreits in the country. They demand modifications and fin notions against what 
1 hey consider to lie Unfair subordination of Egyptian to British and Sudanese 
i A,Is, real or supposed. 

3. II is probable thnl- the dry bread of formal recognit ion might he rendered

Tire foregoing observations were made in very friendly though emphatic 
manner, wiLli repeated ivjVr.-m-es to sincerity of oiler of perpetual alliance and 
closest collaboration. I said frankly that his attitude was very tli^iamigiiig. 
on which he expressed hope that we would give him earliest possible indications 
of nnv adverse decisions in order (hid hr m u Id ihink -ml his position as long na 
possible in advance.

7. tt is further to be observed that Gmil Britain's cooperation, as 
provided for by the Dm ft Treaty, is both extensive and efubienl. ft covers

In other words, such provision was essential in order to emphasise Egypt's 
primary right of defending her own territory by her own resources, however 
nisnllWiGiit these resources may temporarily be. 

Second, Another form of co-opcrai ion whu h is fur timtv extensive than The 
[rjnner in that provided for by the Dm ft Treaty in case of war nr menace of war. 

In such cases Great Bniuiu as an Ally is authorised to no operate to m 
unlimited extent in all measures of defence, and Egypt is bound to furnish to 
her British Ally all t-ho facilities and assistance in bar pov'Of, intending the vm 
of her ports, aemlt'ornes and means of i ■cummin I eat ion (see article *). 

Third. It will be observed that Great Britain is entitled to lake such 
unlimited measures of military eo-oporul ion even afler ihe evacuation nf 
EgypUnn territory by British lioops. In other words, whether British troops 
did or did tif.il remain in ilrn country Britain'* co operation in the ilofeiice of the 
i 'anal remains intact.

0. Throughout tins memorandum stress has been laid on the different forms 
of military cooperation to which Great Britain is cm it loti under the Draft 
’ l re aty. Su mining up BUflifc ns h ave ul ready been in en I i one d, and i nun t ioui ng thoe $ 
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omitted, will doubtless give n fuller idea of such co-opt 1 nit.ion and the pram ic-a! 
advantages thereof, The following is a brief synopsis of tins dUTureut kinds m 
British military co-operation under the Treaty, 

First. Presence of British [ones in the vicinity of the Canal, together v% it!i 
suggested faetlities of aviation, mtUHouvt'es. muds, &e. {of. infra). 

Second, Suggested unlimited increase in numbers of troops in cases of 
emergency (ef, infra).

According to the proposed article D. Croat Britain is to have the power to 
defend the CnimE, Egypt merely co-operating. And according to the proposed 
article 14. the difference to lie submitted to the League after twenty years must 
relate only In the portion arid numbers of British troops required to ensure the 
protection of the Suez Cm ml. 

We have already examined these two difficulties from the legal point of view 
showing that they resell in a permanent, occupation and protection of Egypt. 

IE. Let us now examine them from the practical point of view 

As regards the first difficulty, we cannot help urging, with all due respect, 
that Croat Britain has all the practical advantages on her side in merely 
*' co-operating " in the defence of the Canal, for the simple reason that her 
co-operation is subject to no restriction whatever from the military point of view 
not only in times of actual war hut also in the event of a menace thereof Further 
still, in limes of peace. (Deal Britain is allowed the exceptional right of main 
iaiidng considerable forces in the Canal Zone ni3t.il such time as she or the League 
judges that the Egyptian army is in a position to defend the Canal by its own 
resources, and provided, in the ease of the* League, that at least twenty years 
should have elapsed. 

Again we beg to point out that no further guarantees could be given by an 
Ally without end an goring bis vers existence us an independent, being. 

V2 As regards the second difficulty raised by the proposed article 14 
Egypt's case would seem to be, if possible, even more obvious. The proposed 
article entails the permanent occupation of the Suez Canal, or, in other words, of 
Egypt. And it would seem that not only legally, hut also practically, there would 
he no justilication for ;i treaty, which not only fads to solve the principal Anglo 
Egyptian problem— that of the presence of British troops on Egypt soil—but also 
helps to give it a permanent lease of life, 

13, Moreover, the solution adopted by the original article 11 of the .Draft 
Treaty of 1030 is not merely fair to Egypt but also to Ureal Britain, For Great 
Britain is given by the treaty the opportunity to train the Egyptian Army by n 
British military mission and according to British military standards, and will 
t,here fore bo in a singular position to judge whether the Egyptian Army has 
attained the necessary standard for defending the (himil by its own resources 
pending the arrival of Allied aid. England's say in the mutter will be decisive 
before the lapse of twenty years; and of tor the lapse of such lung period of close 
co-operation and alliance it seems hardly probable that the two Allies will differ 
on it mutter of such importance-—mid, even if they do they will both have their 
sav in the League, It would seem that no fairer solution could l>e given of a 
problem so ridicule, and so vital, 

H Nor is the solution adopted by the Draft Treaty foreign to the Sue./ 
OmttiI Convention itself. For it will be remembered that article 9 of the 
Convention provides that Egypt la to call upon Turkey if she lacks sufficient 
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means of defence; and, in such event, Turkey, if need be, will advise the 
Signatory Powers. 

Now, in ca.se of difference between Egypt arid Turkey as to whether the 
former did or did not possess the adequate means to defence, iho question would 
mi rely have been submitted for set Moment, to the signing Powers Such is (tie 
...ibnion adopted by the 193b Draft Treaty, merely substituting t he League for the 
Suez Convention Powers, 


(D) The Last Comemttions. 

15 It seems hardly necessary to mention here, m any detail, tile different 
stages of the last conversations, the cordial atmosphere in which they were 
carried, or the progress which was made. Nor, we feel sure; is there any desire 
io minimise the concessions ninth* or suggested by the Egypt inti side. 'I he recent 
set back is thus most imforl lumte, hut we hope and trust that it will he overcome. 

With rciV-E'eiier i" tike last British note containing " Preliminary Remarks 1 
iy Cairo and Alexandria, we think that a satisfactory solution with respect to the 
British imops stationed near Alexandria would be afforded by the fact that the 
Egyptian Government would naturally begin to build mvommodalioiut for the 
British troops remaining in the vicinity of Alexandria after preparing the 
nece&rary accommodations for the troops posted in Cairo and its vicinity. This 
will doubtless require a certain length of time and will, wo feel sure, provide at 
satisfactory solution,

It was obvious that some delay was necessary before the Egyptian troops 
could be brought back to the Sudan. There were such considerations as bar ranks 
to he settled.
